The inventor) claims that the chemical 
properties hardening iu tho fibre entire- 
ly prevents water soaking, and renders 
the lumber combustible only in a very 
hot fire. Tho hardened finish on the 
outside also makes it inpervious to 
water. The samples on 
exhibition 


could hardly be told from hardwood 
lumber, and in rawing it the difference 
could not be detected.
